“Dear Mr. Leslic:—“Alter secing n
copy of the enclosed letter, in company
with an attorney I went to the District
Buailding yesterday and saw the Wil-
lard letter, a copy of which 1 enclose,
The place where he asks for license to
be granted was known as “Sawdust
Hall,” a negro resort that gave great
trouble up to six or eight years ago,
when the good people prevailed on the
powers that be not grant license, A
few wncks ago, an applicant was re.
fused llcense, as the negro preachers,
the better people of that section and
the Distriet League opposed the same,
In fact the Excise Board has stood
with the good people in aiding them in
making the condiiions better in this
section populated largely by negroes

Now, a candidate for the honorahle
position of Governor uses plain paper,
and has typewritten this expression:
“Office of Lieutenant-Governor” at the
top, and prostitutes his official influ-
ence by asking that license be granted,
as a personal favor, and asks that the
District Asseasor, who is chairman of
the Excise Board, do all within his
power to aid the applicant.

In a word, to aid mn establishing a
saloon in & negro settlement where the
negro preachers have pleaded for their

being granted for

We beg your pardon, Mr, Fditor,
we did not ntend te “thresh old
straw” by entering here, into any
discussion of this subject, especinlly
as it seems now that we are about
all of the snme faith as regards the
propriety of having only u single list of
books, What we desire to do is to
call your, and through you, the peo.
ple's attention, to conditions existing
in the spring of 1904, just before and
during the sessions of the State Nor-
mal Board, which adopted the unde-
luirnhlo- and justly abused system now
in vogue,  In doing o, we risk noth-
ing in nsserting, that oven prior to and
during the sittings of the “ Educational
Board,” spring of 1904, its chairman
earnestly advoeated the adoption of a
single list, and that It shonld be the
duty of the State Educstional Board
to sulect the books instead of the sub-
ordinate bowrds as now provided,

However, we do not intend to dis-
cuss this subject ngain, since the peo-
ple through the press have spoken, and
we are tumbling over each other, iu
effurts to surpass one another in say-
fug the best and most complimentary
things for the single list, ete., it would
be superfluous, Let us not forget,
however, to render “honor where hon.
or s due” Lot us remember that if
the enrnest advice of the chalrman of
the State Board of Education, Gover-
nor Montague, had been heeded, the
boald would have been saved from
the commission of a grave, and to the
people of the state, an expensive mis-
take, to say nothing of the unfortu-
nate results of unsettled conditions in
the schools, and the losses to the whole
people and children in effecting an-
other and clearly necessary change,
